threw a sm all 
switch on an a p p a ra tu s at the Gamboa 
dike, which in tu rn set In motion other 
ap p aratu s which furnished th e cu rren t 
for exploding the charges. 
Ju st before sending th e signal P resi­ 
dent Wilson dispatched this m essage 
to Colonel G eorge G oethals, chief en­ 
gineer on the canal zone: “ My w arm ­ 
est congratulations.” 
Practically no cerem ony accom pan­ 
ied th e giving of th e signal. Tin* presi­ 
dent, Im m ediately afte r luncheon, w ent 
to th e o til ce of tho chief usher, I. JI. 
Hoover, in th e executive 
m ansion, 
w here the In stru m en t was waiting. T h e 
chief operator. K. W. S m ithers, tested 
the line and sent four dots flashing 
through to P anam a. as th e signal th at 
the president was ready. 
Mr. Wilson stepped forw ard Just as 
the hands of the* W hite H ouse clock 
touched the hour and pressed th e Dut­ 
ton. flashing to P an am a the cu rren t 
which was to send tons and tons of 
the G am boa dike flying heavenw ard 
and perform practically the last act In 
connecting the w aters of th e two great 
oceans: 
“ Well, th a t's all th ere is to It,” said 
the president with a smile as he tu r n ­ 
ed away. “G am boa Is busted.” 
S ecretary McAdoo and S ecretary T u ­ 
m ulty w ere the only o th er officials 
present. 
T h e destruction of this dike p er­ 
m itted the- w aters of G atun lake to 
flow freely into th e C ulebra rut, which 
after nine years of the greatest dig­ 
ging the world h as ever seen is now 
alm ost com pleted. 
W hile It was not an official holiday 
In th e canal zone, everyone who could 
be spared from w ork Journeyed to the 
scene.

sea. 
The d e s e r t i o n of the G am boa dike, 
however, rem oves the last o b s truction 
to the navigation of th e g rea te r part 
of the canal by light d raft vessels and 
opens up direct connection betw een 
th e great G atun lake, which already is 
practically ready to dim barge vessels 
Into Hie A tlantic through G atun locks, 
anti tile Pacific division. The w aters of 
the lake, ru sh in g through th e broken 
dike at Gamboa, sweep through the 
greater locks at P edro Miguel, which 
m ark the beginning of the descent from 
tile top level of the canal to th e P a ­ 
cific. 
The first craft to enter will he the 
great steam dredges, whose work is to 
clear and deepen tile channel. 
T h e 
presence of sm all craft in portions of 
Hie canal, however, does not as yet 
m ean ocean to (wean navigation.
